ARAB NEWSPAPERS 
TO SUSPEND 3 DAYS 


Will Send Memorandum 
to Administration Calling 
for Its Withdrawal From 
Levant Fair.

JERUSALEM, May 28.—British 
troops returned the fire of rioters 
at Kabatia, North Palestine, today, 
killing two and wounding three. 
Officers in command of the British 
forces reported they had suffered 
no casualties in the clash. 

The shooting brought the death 
list for the day to four. Earlier in 
the day a British policeman was 
wounded fatally in the old city of 
Jerusalem. 

The Palcor Agency said the shoot- 
ing of the officer, Robert Beard, 
was thought to have been in -‘e- 
taliation for the killing of an Arab 
by another policeman. The _ two 
killings occurred in quick succes- 
sion at St. Stephen's gate. 

Barlier in the day, with calm 
apparently restored to Palestine, by 
the British campaign against terror- 
ists, police had discarded their steel 
helmets in favor of sun hats. 

Suspension of Newspapers. 

Arab newspapers decided to sus-

Six antiquated street cars, stripped 
of all parts having any walue, were 
burned today at a siding near the 
old Suburban Garden, Kienlen and 
St. Louis avenues, Wellston.

Legion is a secret society, whose 


members are bound by their oaths 
not to divulge its secrets. 

He characterized the murder of 
Charles A. Poole, Detroit WPA 
worker, as a “mad act,” and “an un- 
fortunate affair,” for which the 
Black Legion should not be held 
responsible. He said the organi- 
zation neither encourages nor con- 
dones violence, although that con- 
tention appeared to be. slightly 
modified by his subsequent state- 
ments and intimations. 

Effinger formerly was an electri- 
cal contractor, but has not worked 
at it for several years. Concerning 
his present source of livelihood he 
remarked with heavy jocosity, not 
unmixed with mystery—‘“I am liv- 
ing off my debts.” He has held 
several offices in the Ku Klux Klan 
and is still a member, “and proud 
of it,” he says. 

Statuette of Klansman on Desk. 


He lives in a dingy, two-story 
frame house, on a dusty, unpaved 
street, in the outskirts of Lima. His 
“office” is in the basement. It con- 
sists mainly of a roll-top desk on 
which stands a plaster statuette of 
a robed and hooded klansman. At 
one side is a placard inscribed with 
the words of the _ constitutional 
guarantee: “The right of the peo- 
ple to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed.” Immediately over 
it is a lithograph depicting the ride 
of Paul Revere—adopted- patron 
saint of night riders. In a corner 
are folding chairs enough to ac- 
commodate a small gathering. 

When the reporter arrived, how- 
ever, Effinger was ensconced in a 
deck chair on his front porch, rumi- 
nating over a generous wad of cut 
plug. He is about 55 or 60 years 
old. His black sombrero, in the 
style preferred by rural sheriffs, 
was tilted over one eye. He wore 
no coat and his blue shirt was un- 
buttoned at the collar. He ap- 
peared to be comfortable, if vigi- 
lant. 

“I know what you come for,” he 
said immediately. “I'll treat you 
like I’m treating all the rest. I got 
my statement written out here, and 
it covers everything. No use ask- 
ing me anything else.” 


Effinger’s Statement. 


The statement, which was type-| 
written, follows without change in 
veces spelling or punctua- 

on: 

“The Black Legion is a strictly 
American organization, It is a 
secret society dedicated to the most 
lofty principles and stand for the 
highest form of American progress. 

“I Know nothing whatever about 
the killing of anybody in Detroit 
or elsewhere by the Black Legion. 
The organization deplores anything 
of this nature. It stands wholly for 
law and order based on justice. 

“An unlawful act that might be 
committed by one or more irre- 
sponsible persons claiming member- 
ship in any given organization cer- 
tainly should not be justly con- 
strued as a reflection on the legiti- 
mate aims and purposes of such or- 
ganization. The honorable and !aw- 
abiding members of the Knights 
of Pythias, the Knights of Colum- 
bus, the Odd Fellows and similar 
orders, have never been made _ to 
suffer for the rash deeds of the 
renegade members of their own or- 
ganizations, so why should certain 
cliques now be so eager to place | 
the blame for the slaying of a man | 
in Detroit on the membership of. 
| the Black Legion? 


“Tne Black Legion has more than 
6,000,000 members. It will go right 
ahead promoting the best interests 
of America and American citizens, 
despite the unfortunate affair in 
Detroit. When a few men iet 
BOOZE get the best of them and 
then kill a man, it is absurd to at- 
tempt to link such an act with an 
organization that has nothing what- 
ever to do with mad acts of this 
nature.”

UZARK CONVICT 
STOPS TRIAL 10 


With Final Arguments 
About to Begin, Robert 
Camden Pleads Guilty 
of Shooting Preacher. 


‘ROPE WAS TOO 
PLAIN,’ HE SAYS 


—Defendant to Be Wit- 
ness Against Men, He 


Asserts, Hired Him.

CENTERVILLE, Mo., May 28.— 
The trial of Robert Camden, con- 
vict serving a 30-year term for rob- 
beries in the Ozark hills, charged 
with the murder of the Rev. James 
A. Radford, a preacher of the hills, 
ended abruptly today when he 
changed his plea of “not guilty” to 
“guilty” just as final arguments 
were about to begin. 

Camden, who advanced to the 
bench and asked the Court’s per- 
mission to plead guilty, subsequent- 
ly explained he did so because “the 
rope was too plain.” 

Taken to the Sheriff's office he 
said he “preferred to take my 
chances with the Judge,” indicating 
he did not relish the idea of being 
prosecuted by John H. Keith of 
Ironton, of the State’s staff. 

“I may get life and I may get the 
rope,” the convict observed, “but I 
don't like the idea of going up 
against Keith.” 

To Appear Against Others. 

Camden, who said he received but 
$100 of a promised $200 to kill the 
preacher, asserted he alone attend- 
‘ed the actual murder. He will re- 
main here to.be used as a witness 
‘against the men he said hired him. 

Circuit Judge E. M. Dearing fm- 
mediately discharged the jury, 
which had listened to all the testi- 
mony in the case yesterday. He 
did not indicate when he would pro- 
nounce sentence. 

Testimony on both sides was pre- 
sented yesterday, the principal evi- 
dence being a written confession 
purported to have been made by 
Camden in which he admitted 
shooting the preacher from ambush 
in August, 1933, for a promised fee 
of $200. Failure to receive the full 
amount, it was understood, prompt- 
ed him to disclose the alleged plot. 

Others to be tried separately, said 
to have been instigators of the 
shooting, are a cousin of Camden's, 
Mac Camdén, alsoaconvict, and an 
uncle, Will Camden besides James 
Wofford, 73, his son, J. .C. Wofford 
and Vernie Smith, the son of Rad- 
ford’s second wife. 

Death of Preacher’s Wife... 

Sheriff M. _M. Jamison, of Rey- 
nolds County, said that Camden, 
called in the community “the 
scourge of the Ozarks,” was _ en- 
gaged to kill Radford because the 
cng ao go that the preacher 
may ve been responsible in the 
death of his second wife, who died 
of injuries suffered in an automo- 
bile accident. Her husband, who 
was unhurt, said he lost control of 
the car. Her son, who claimed to 
have found a hammer in the wreck- 
age, demanded an investigation but 
officers stated it was apparently a 
bona fide accident. 

Shortly afterward Radford was 
shot from ambush as he stood out- 
side the door of his cabin on a 
hillside. Weeks later a rusty rifle 
was found in the underbrush. }

and weighs 125 pounds, arrived 
here yesterday under guard of four 
highway patrolmen.

WASHINGTON, May 28, — The 
Senate Finance Committee post- | 
poned its crucial“vote on approval | 
of the tax bill today because some. 
members said they felt, as a matter | 
of “courtesy”, President Roosevelt 
should be told first of an unwill-|

tions. 

Members were talking of a 
a delegation of Democrats to the 
White House this afternoon and ar- 
rangements were left to Acting 
Chairman King (Dem.), Utah. 
Whether the parley would mate- 
rialize was not definitely known by 
committeemen, however. 

Senators George (Dem.), Georgia 
and Barkley (Dem.), Kentucky, dis- 
closed the real reason for postpon- 
ing action on the former’s pending 
motion for the committee to accept 
the bill which it has formulated. 

“Some members,” George told re- 
porters, “thought that, as a matter 
of courtesy, they ought to go up 
and talk it over with the President 
before a final vote.” 

No Change in Attitude. 

George said he suggested that a 
delegation tell the President the 
committee had canvassed the situa- 
tion, was ready to take a final vote 
and “would not be able to report 
any change in attitude.” 

“I was willing to show him that 
courtesy,” George said. 

He has been a leader of the group 
that has been opposing the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion for relatively high 
taxes on undistributed earnings of 
corporations. 

The President, at a White House 
conference Monday with Democratic | 
committeemen, renewed his insist- | 
ence on such levies and on in-| 
creasing the yield of the bill worked | 
out by the committee. . 

Senator Byrd (Dem.) Virginia, 
took the Senate floor, meanwhile, 
to suggest that “it may be prudent | 
to consider the reduction of the 
1937 appropriations to the basis of | 
1936 and the tax bill can await a, 
more matured consideration at the | 
1937 session and the deficit will not | 


be increased. What we need is a 
careful and comprehensive study of 
our entire tax system to simplify 
and correct inequalities. 

The Treasury submitted _ esti- 
mates on four new tax plans which 
are in line with the latest corpo- 
rate taxes advocated by President 
Roosevelt. 

The committee canceled its usual 
afternoon session to permit Dem- 
ocratic members to confer again. 
One Democratic caucus was held 
before the full committee met for 
its morning session. 

Members Urge Revolt. 

Several committee members de- 
scribed the _ situation today as 
“hopeless” and a “mess.” A group 
sought to have the committee re- 
port its modified bill to the Senate 
unchanged. 

The committee bill includes an 
18 per cent tax on corporation net 
income, a 7 per cent levy on undis- 
tributed profits and repeal of the 
present exemption of dividends 
from the normal!

MAN CONVICTED, GETS DEATH 
FOR KILLING MRS. TITTERTON 


John Fiorenza Found Guilty of 
Murder in First Degree at 
New York.

NEW YORK, May 28.—John Fio- 
renza was convicted today of mur- 
der in the first degree for the kill- 


ing of Mrs. Nancy Evans Titterton. 
The jury deliberated more than 18 
hours. The. conviction carries the 
death penalty. 

Mrs. Titterton, wife of a radio 
executive, was strangled and at- 
tacked in her Beekman Place apart- 
ment on April 10. 

Fiorenza, 24 years old, an uphol- 
sterer’s helper, was accused of call- 
ing. at the apartment during the 
morning, on the pretense of inquir- 
ing about a love seat. The State 
charged—and the police produced at 
the trial a confession he signed— 
that he forced his attentions on 
Mrs. Titterton, threw her on a bed, 
strangled her and then threw her 
body into a bathtub. 

His attorney, Henry Klauber, 
contended Fiorenza was insane and 
hence not responsible for his acts, 
and in summing up his case argued 
the State was morally guilty for 
the crime, since Fiorenza had been 


released from Elmira Reformatory

FRANCE URGED TO AID ITALY 
IN ORDER TO SAVE DJIBOUTI

French Somaliland Port Dependent

PARIS, May 28.—The French 
Government was urged by the Mari- 
time and Colonial League today to 
co-operate with Italy in colonization 
of Ethiopia to preserve the eco- 
nomic existence of Djibouti, Ethi- 
opia’s access to the sea through 
French Somaliland. 

Last year’s profits on the French- 
controlled railway from Addis 
Ababa to Djibouti were disclosed to 
have been the greatest in its his- 
tory. Heavy traffic, due to the 
Italian-Ethiopian war,. increased 
1935 profits to $2,800,000, and a 
record dividend of $12 a share was 
distributed. The invasion started 
in early October.

GIVEN ROOSEVELT 
BY SENATE VOTE 


Amendment to Put $1,- 
425,000,000 Fund in His 
Hands Adopted Without 
Debate. 


FINAL PASSAGE 
TOMORROW SOUGHT 


New Allotments for TVA 
and Rural Electrification 
Administration Quickly 
Approved. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
Senate today approved without de- 
bate an amendment to the deficien- 
cy appropriation bill, giving control 
over next year’s $1,425,000,000 relief 
fund to President Roosevelt. 

The amendment was approved 
without a record vote. 

Leaders hoped for a final vote 
by tomorrow night on the measure 
which was taken up today. 

Committee amendments provid- 
ing new funds for the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and the Rural 
Electrification Administration were 
approved quickly. 

Hale Opens Attack. 

Senator Hale (Rep.), Maine, 
opened his party’s attack on the 
bill, contending the spending of 
more than $3,000,000,000 a year by 
the New Deal has proved the theory 
of “priming the pump” was a fail- 
ure. He called for a curtailment of 
expenditures, and an effort to speed 
up private industry in an effort to 
bring back prosperity. 

Hale said direct relief cost only 
$400 a year, and work relief from 
$972 to $2470. He continued: 

“T can not persuade myself that 
in times of stress the Government 
of this country is warranted in run- 
ning itself into debt and mortgag- 
ing the future of its citizens to pro- 
vide funds to take care of its unem- 
ployed at a cost of $972 per case, 
much less $2470 per case, when it 
could take care of the actual phy- 
sical wants of its unemployed for 
$400 per case.” 

Urges Vandenberg Idea. 

The Maine Senator said political 
discrimination “seems to be exceed- 
ingly rampant” in the administra- 
tion of relief. 

“Politics,” he added, “ought to be 
and must be cut out of work relief 
if the people of the country are to 
have any confidence in its admin- 
istration.” 

Hale urged the Senate to adopt 
- the Vandenberg amendment, turn- 
ing relief back to the states, and 
requiring them to put up a portion 
of its cost. 

Reviewing the relief problem, 
Hale said the New Deal had spent 
$11,054,000,000 for relief and that 
the new funds would swell the total 
to $13,187,000,000. 

Senator Steiwer (Rep.), attacked 
the relief section of the bill as 
“unconstitutional” on the grounds 
that it was an “undue delegation 
of power” to President Roosevelt. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said 
“maybe it’s not wise, maybe it’s not 
politic” to give My. Roosevelt such 
power but that the determination of 
projects is purely an ‘administra- 
tive’ operation.” 

A House provision appropriating 
the relief fund directly to the 
Works Progress. Administration was 
eliminated by the Senate Finance 
Committee, which changed the 
clause concerning spending of the 
money for relief and work relief to 
read “in the discretion and under 
the direction of the President.” 

Broad authority for allocating 
the money for several general pur- 
poses were retained, but the $85,- 
500,000 appropriated by the House 
for “rural rehabilitation and relief 
of farmers” was made for “loans 
and relief to farmers and livestock 
growers.” 


Reduction for Tugwell. 

Members of the committee said 
this would curtail the activities of 
the Resettlement Administration 
headed by Rexford G. Tugwell, in 
that he would have no new funds 
for purchasing land for resettlement 
purposes. 

At the end of the year, however, 
members said, Tugwell will have 
about $17,000,000 left from this 
year's fund of more than $250,000,- 
000, which he will be able to use 
for such purposes. Most of it, Tug- 
well has told the committee, is 
already allocated and obligated. 

There was some disagreement 
among committee members as to 
how much discretion Roosevelt 
would have in allocating the $1,- 
425,000,000. But Senator Adams, 
(Dem.), Cologado, chairman of the 
subcommittee which handled the 
bill, said the President could turn 
the money over to anyone just 
so it was spent for the purposes 
set forth in the law. 

The committe report caid the 
bill would place “control of the $1.- 
425,000,000 directly under the Presi- 


dent.”

If all the $300,000,000 should be 
allocated in grants on a 30-70 basis, 
a billion dollar program would re- 
sult. The Senate amendment, how- 
ever, would permit grants of 45 
per cent on smaller projects. 

None of the $300,000,000 would be 
a new appropriation. Ickes now 
has about $50,000,000 on hand. He 
would be permitted to use for 
grants another $250,000,000 now in 
his revolving fund for loans. The 
balance in this fund, about $150,- 
000,000, would continue to be used 
for loans on the local portion of 
the cost of the projects. 

Several restrictions were written 
into the bill. One would block use 
of the money for any project un- 
less an amount sufficient for its 
completion was laid aside from the 
fund. This was designed to pre- 
vent the inauguration of huge proj- 
ects, such as the Florida canal and 
Passamaquoddy schemes, from the 
fund for which additional appropri- 
ations would be required later. 
Another restriction was that no 
relief should go to an alien who 
has not applied for citizenship. The 
House had already closed the door 
to aliens illegally admitted. 


An amendment by Senator 
Byrnes (Dem.), South Carolina, was 
adopted to require that in judging 
the need of an individual for re- 
lief the bonus certificates of World 
War veterans should not be consid- 
ered. This would prevent throwing 
veterans off relief because they had 
bonus certificates, 

Another amendment provides that 
applicants for WPA employment 
should not be “discriminated 
against on account of race, religion 
or political affiliations.” 

In addition to the relief items, the 
bill carries $308,000,000 for the Civ- 
ilian Conservation Corps, $458,000,- 
000 for the Social Security Act; 
$65,550,000 for public buildings; 
$41,100,000 for the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority and $40,000,000 for the 
Postoffice Department. 

Hopkins for “Prevailing Wages.” 

The transcript of committee 
hearings disclosed that Harry L. 
Hopkins, WPA Administrator, had 
denied charges of politics in relief 
and had conceded the advisability 
of paying the “prevailing wage” to 
WPA employes. 

This drew from Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, chairman of the 
committee, a protest that he had 
been led ‘by the administration to 
head the bitter fight in the Senate 
last year against paying the pre- 
vailing wage. 

Hopkins told the committee no 
one in he WPA had or would “lose 
his job because he failed to con- 
tribute to any political party.” 

Senator Steiwer (Rep.) Oregon, 
elicited the statement by asking how 
many employes were selected on po- 
litical indorsement. 

“Well, I cannot answer that,” said 
Hopkins. “Of course, there are a 
good many requests from political 
leaders and others to employ per- 
sonnel. That is true in any public 
service that I know anything about, 
but I would say that the people are 
employed because they know their 
business and can do a good job.”

QUEEN MARY WELL OUT 
ON FRST RUN TEU. 


New English Liner Speeding 
West From Cherbourg, With 
Slight Vibration. 


By the Associated Press. 

ABOARD THE 8. 8. QUEEN 
MARY, EN ROUTE TO NEW 
YORK, May 28.—Stepping up speed 
gradually, Britain’s greatest liner, 
the Queen Mary, moved smoothly 
early today on its first voyage to 


the United States. 

Whether the liner would attempt 
to set a new record for trans-At- 
lantic speed had not yet been de- 
cided by the officers. It was stat- 
ed officially, however, that no such 
attempt would be made on this 
trip. The French liner Normandie’s 
record westward crossing time was 
four days, three hours, 13 minutes 
from Bishop’s Rock, at the west 
entrance of the English Channel, 
to Ambrose Lightship. The weath- 
er ahead of the Queen Mary was 
good, 

On the first part of the trip, 
across the English Channel from 
Southampton to Cherbourg, the 
Queen Mary attained a speed of 
28 knots last night, with lit- 
tle vibration. As the liner left 
Cherbourg early today and steamed 
into the Atlantic, the vibration was 
less than normal for a vessel of 


80,773 tons, in the opinion of ex- 


perienced travelers aboard. 


Later, metal furniture rattled, the 
slight vibration becoming ‘notice- 
able, especially aft, as the Queen 
Mary touched a speed unofficially 
estimated at about 32 knots. It did 
not, however, disturb the passen- 
gers. There were increasing indi- 
cations of an attempt to beat the 
Normandie’s record average speed 
of 30.35 knots, if favorable condi- 
tions continued. 

The liner moved out of South- 
ampton at 4:34 p. m. yesterday and 
swung into the channel. Skies, 
overcast at the start, cleared later 
and the crossing of Cherbourg was 
smooth. Arriving there at 9 p. m., 
the Queen Mary took aboard many 
in addition to original passenger 
list of 2139. The ship left Cher- 
bourg at 12:35%. m. today. 

During the night, all public rooms 
were crowded. A young woman, 
giving the name of Rohanna T. 
Siegel, movie company worker, went 
aboard the Queen Mary at South- 
ampton yesterday with a visitor's 
ticket and stayed aboard when the 
hundreds of visitors were sent 
ashore. 

Officers soon found out the liner 
was carrying one unlisted person 
among the more than 2000 passen- 
gers, and instructed her to go 
ashore when the Queen Mary 
stopped here at Cherbourg. She 
did so,

I. C. C. Reduces Railway Charges 
to Points in Iowa.

In Strike of 


60,000 in France 


Government Announces Employers and 
Workmen Will Meet Tomorrow 
to Settle Terms. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, May 28. — An “arrange- 
ment in principle” was reached to- 
night between factory operators 
and representatives of 60,000 
striking workers, the Government 
announced. The agreement calls 
for a conference of spokesmen for 
the strikers and owners at 4 p. m. 
tomorrow to reach a “specific ac- 
cord” on working hours and wages. 
Leaders of the strike in different 
factories will meet earlier tomor- 
row to hear a report of union of- 
ficials. 

Government officials, alarmed 
when the strike spread to muni- 
tions plants, said they expected the 
factories to reopen in the morning. 

The strikers, meanwhile, declared 
they would hold possession of the 
plants day and night until a settle- 
ment is re: ched. 

Late today fighting broke out at 
the doors of the big Renault auto- 
mobile factories in Boulogne-Bil- 
lancourt. 

White collar workers, many of 
them belonging to the Nationalist 
Croix de Feu movement, tried to 
break through pickets who drove 
them back. 


During the afternoon the strike 
penetrated to the Fiat automobile 
factory and involved 15,000 hands 
at the Citroen motor works. Work- 
ers in small, metal-working factor- 
ies also were joining. 

Occupying the factories, the work- 
ers in some instances held plant 
officers virtual prisoners, waved 
red flags aga chanted the “Inter- 
nationale.” 

In Chamber of Deputies lobbies, 
the fear was expressed that the 
strike movement, if not halted, 
might shake the Government which 
is to be formed next week. 

Factory owners in the Paris area 
charged the strike was a political 
maneuver, and served notice they 
could not “accept a continuance of 
this procedure, 

Although the Communist Deputy 
Costes, who is secretary of the 
Metal Workers’ Union, said the 
strikes were strictly a union affair, 
they were thought in political circles 
to be due partly to a feeling by 
strikers that they were more likely 
to obtain satisfaction with a Leftist 
Government coming to power in 
June.

three East Arkansas counties. 

Announcement of the general 
strike call was made today by H. L. 
Mitchell, secretary of the union, 
who said he acted as a result of 
a vote taken here yesterday at a 
meeting of strike committees from 
St. Francis, Cross and Crittenden 
counties. 

About 50 strike leaders attended 
the session, at which charges were 
made that striking cotton choppers 
were being “terrorized” by planters 
and county officers. 

Although Mitchell says 3000 cot- 
ton choppers have walked out, 
planters say they have not felt the 
strike and that there is no shortage 
of labor.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Citing 


an opinion handed down recently 
in the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals, Paul O. Peters, executive 
director of a citizens’ committee op- 
posed to the memorial to Thomas 
Jefferson on the St. Louis river 
front, said in a statement today that 
property owners in the memorial 
area could not be reimbursed for 


the cost of moving machinery and 
other business equipment to new 
locations. 

A total of $9,000,000 has been al- 
located to begin the $30,000,000 mem- 
orial project. Of this $2,250,000 is 
the city’s share, to be defrayed out 
of bonds recently sold. The other 
three-fourths is the share of the 
Federal Government to be paid out 
of relief funds. 

The opinion cited by Peters was 
one in which the Potomac Electric 
Power Co., located in the District 
of Columbia, had sought damages 
for the taking of property by the 
Federal Government. Peters said 
that the decision in the case, writ- 
ten by Associate Justice Van Ors- 
del, had been carefully studied by 
lawyers for the St. Louis committee 
and that in their opinion the law 
as their elucidated precluded any 
possibility of reimbursement for re- 
location costs. 

Peters said that Marquart Braun, 
a manufacturer in the area, esti- 
mated losses to firms that would 
be compelled to move if the me- 
morial is constructed at $3,000,000. 

“In addition to the loss which 
owners and renters will have to 
take,” Peters said, “the utilities in 
the area also will be forced to bear 
the cost of removing and relocating 
their various services, according 
to the opinion which applies the 
differential between real and per- 
sonal property as eligible for dam- 
ages to those utilities using public 
streets and alleys.” 

Under the terms of the Van Ors- 
del decision, according to. Peters, 
“any and all equipment of a move- 
able nature is classed as personal 
property, not subject to condemna- 
tion or damages.” And the cost of 
relocating personal property on 
land taken under eminent domain 
is not a proper element of damage, 
the court ruled, Peter says. 

The citizens’ committee, accord- 
ing to Peters, is considering other 
lawsuits to prevent a start being 
made at clearing the river front for 
the preposed memorial.

CUNVICT-BANKER 
GUNFESSES SALE 
OF FORGED BONDS 


F, R. Beddow, One of 21 
Indicted at Kansas City, 
Will Be State Witness, 
Prosecutor Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 28 — 
Assistant United States District At- 
torney Richard K. Phelps disclosed 
today he held a 160-page document 
in which he said Frank R. Beddow, 
banker, now in a Federal hospital 


at Springfield, Mo., admitted he pro- 
moted a conspiracy to market $101,- 
000 in forged City of Omaha bonds. 

“The statement was taken from 
Beddow at the U. S. Hospital for 
defective delinquents at Springfield 
by the District Attorney’s office and 
postal inspectors,” Phelps said. 

Beddow was one of 21 persons in- 
dicted here by a Federal Grand 
Jury for mail fraud conspiracy in 
connection with the sale of the 
forged Omaa bonds. ‘ 

All but one of the bonds have 
been reccovered. 

Phelps, in making public the in- 
dictment yesterday, charged Bed- 
dow was the ringleader of the plot 
involving residents of Sioux City, 
lowa, two deputy sheriffs there, and 
a Sioux City attorney, who were 
among the 21 indicted here. 

The Assistant District Attorney 
aid Beddow directed the sale of 
some of the bonds at Houston, Tex., 
while he was in Springfield hos” 
pital. 

Made $500,000 in Land. 

“The statement dictated by Bed- 
dow told of his rise from a bell boy 
to a wealthy man as a salesman for 
a Southern California land syndi- 
cate,” Phelps said. “The Government 
established Beddow made about 
a-half million dollars in his land 
deal. Beddow said he became a 
controlling figure in a_ group of 
banks in the Dakotas and Iowa. 

“Beddow. will be a Government 
witness when the case is called for 
trial in Federal Court at Spring- 
field next October. Of course, the 
Government has corroborated by re- 
liable witnesses the testimony we 
need in the case. 

“Beddow originally was sent to 
the Leavenworth Federal Prison but 
was injured badly in an automobile 
wreck before he began serving his 
sentence. That was the reason for 
his transfer to the Springfield in- 
stitution.” 

Two Had Been Paroled. 

Besides Beddow, two other men 
indicted in the bond forgery case 
are in Federal institutions, Phelps 
said. He said attempted sale of 
bogus bonds at Houston, Tex., led 
to the arrest of Herbert Lieb and 
Freeman Albea after they had been 
paroled from the Springfield Hos- 
pital where they met Beddow. 

Phelps said Beddow arranged for 
Lieb and Albea to obtain forged 
bonds after they were paroled and

15 NEW TRF 
NSPECTORS NAMED 


They Will Patrol City Watche 
ing for Violation of Driv- 
ers’ License Law. 


Fifteen new city traffic inspec- 
tors who will assist the police in 
the enforcement of the drivers’ li- 
cense, service car and taxicab ordi- 
nances, were formally appointed 
yesterday. The appointment of the 


new men increases the personnal 
of the city traffic inspection staff 
from five to 20 men. Formerly, 
the staff included one chief inspec- 
tor and four inspectors. Now there 
will be one supervisor, four chief 
inspectors and 15 inspectors. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank J. McDevitt told reporters 
that the men would patrol the city 
watching for violation of the driv- 
érs’ license, service car and taxicab 
ordinances as well as the city’s 
regulations regarding busses and 
trucks, as to overloading and trav- 
eling over streets not designated 
for bus traffic. They will have the 
power of making arrests in cases 
of traffic law violations, but Mo 
Devitt said they have been in- 
structed to use this arresting au- 
thority only in cases of emergency, 
where no police officers are pres- 
ent. 

The traffic inspection staff will 
also be used, McDevitt said, in mak- 
ing traffic counts at heavily-trav- 
eled intersections, with a view to 
revising traffic regulations, as well 
as making periodical traffic suc- 
veys. 

The traffic inspection section ‘is 
under general direction of City 
Traffic Engineer Charles G. Gon- 
ter with Joseph B. Schneider as su- 
pervisor of the inspection section. 

An appropriation of $150,000 in 
the city’s 1936-37 budget was pro- 
vided for employment of the addi- 
tional inspectors, at the request of 
McDevitt. The new inspectors have 
just completed a six-week’s course 
of instruction under Gonter’s diree- 
tion.

Borrowings From Predescessors. 

It would seem evident that some 
of the foregoing was copied ver- 
batim from the oaths of the original 
Ku Klux Klan or other post-Civil 
War vigilante organizations. It is 
known local members of the Legion 
visited the public library and stud- 
ied the. rituals of several such or- 
ganizations. The idea of Effinger 
abandoning his electrical contract- 
ing business to mete out destruc- 
tion to “Federals and Jayhawkers” 
hardly appears to make sense. 

The copy of the ritual obtained

My Own Creation _ — 
|writer obtained what purports to agi - 
be a copy of the ritual which is 
| followed when an applicant for 
-membershi; appears. The opening 
‘directions -read as follows: 

| “Members are armed and masked. 
| Recruits are lined up for prelimi- 
nary questions and oath. Grounds 
are patrolled by armed men.” 

| The captain of the guard inter- 
|rogates the applicants as follows: 

“Are you a native-born, white, 
gentile, Protestant citizen?” 

“Do you understand that this or- 
| ganization you are about to join 
is strictly secret and military in 
character?” 
| “This organization is classed by 
its enemies as an outlaw organi- 
zation—are you wiling to join such | 
an organization?” 

The answers to these questions 
being satisfactory, the applicant is 
ordered to kneel on his-right knee, 
place his left hand over his heart, 
and repeat the following oath: 

“I do solemnly promise and swear 

| that I will never reveal any part 
or portion of the work I have al- 
ready received, or that which is 
' about. to be communicated to me. I 
further promise and swear I will 
never reveal a single word of any- 
thing that has transpired here to- 
night, or the identity of anyone I 
may recognize in case I am refused 
membership in this organization. 
The penalty for violating this oath 
is death.” 

Thereupon, according to the pur- 
ported ritual, the applicant is 
ushered into the presence of the 
“colonel” (all title are military), 
and receives a “lecture” from the 
“chaplain.” 

Confused Terminology. 

The terminology is not all clear. 
For instance, the obvious misuse of 
the word “gorilla” for guerilla pro- 
duces a decidedly amusing effect. 
Other terms indicate that the au- 
thors of the ritual borrowed too lit- 
erally from the rituals of organiza- 
tions long dead. There is no other 
explanation of the legion’s sworn 
determination to destroy all “Fed- 
erals” and “Jayhawkers.” 

Says the chaplain: “This organi- 
zation is one of chivalry and daring. 
Following the footsteps of the 
gorilla bands of the South, and is 
based on Southern chivalry. By our 
enemies we are classed as outlaws, 
and outlaws we are, indeed. We 
have no charter. If we were char- 
tered, our roster would have to. be 
available at all times. 

“We class as our enemies all Ne- 
groes, Jews, Catholics and anyone 
owing any allegiance to a foreign 
potentate. We fight as gorillas, us- 
ing any weapon that May come to 
our hand—preferably the ballot, and 
if necessary, by bearing arms.

RESETTLEMENT RULING 
SET NO PRECEDENT 


Attorney-General Cummings 
Comments on Opinion by 
Appellate Court.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Com- 
menting on the recent decision of 
the District of Columbia Circuit 
Court of Appeals which held the 
New Deal Resettlement Adminis- 
tration unconstitutional, Attorney- 


General Cummings said yesterday 
that no unusual precedent had been 
established by the Court in grant- 
ing a municipality the right to 
challenge a Federal law. Cum- 
mings conceded, however, that he 
could recall no Other case in which 
,a loca] government had sought per- 
mission to enter a Federal court un- 
der such procedure. 

The Attorney-General pointed 
out that the procedure in the re- 
settlement case was wholly differ- 
ent from that in the two leading 
cases before the United States Su- 
preme Court, namely Frothingham 
vs. Melion and Massachusetts vs. 
Mellon, in which it was held that 
a taxpayer could not challenge Fed- 
eral expenditure. 

Cummings emphasized that in 
the resettlement case, a New Jer- 
sey township had been able to show 
possible “substantial” and “direct” 
losses in revenue as the result of 
the resettlement administration’s 
program to take over about one- 
fourth the land in ‘the township, 
thereby removing it from local tax- 


‘|ation. In the Frothingham and 


Massachusetts cases, he said, the 
plaintiffs were unable to show 


“indirect” losses. 

He added that there was nothing 
startling in the Circuit Court of 
Appeals procedure, as had been 
said by some commentator, because 
a situation had been created by the 
Federal relief program as a spe- 
cific project. The right of the 
township to sue, he explained, was 
wholly different from that of a 
general taxpayer to challenge any 
Federal expenditure, and pointed 
out that the opinions.in the rest- 
tlement case had taken pains to 
make the difference clear. 

Cummings also said that his de- 
partment had not yet decided what 
steps should be taken to appeal the 
District of Columbia court’s deci- 
sion. The United States Supreme 
Court will hold its last session of 
the present term “Monday, and it 
will not be possible to appeal the 
District Court’s decision, if such 
| appeal is ever taken, before next 
| October, in which event the high- 
est court’s decision could not be 
rendered until after the election in 
November.

WASHINGTON, May 28. — The 
split within the American Federa- 
tion of Labor between, sponsors of 
craft. and industrial unions has 
been accentuated by the strike of 
building trades workers in St. Louis, 
aimed at the industrial jurisdiction 
of the St. Louis Quarry Workers’ 
Union, recently organized. 

J. J. Collins, head of the St. Louis 
quarry workers, said today that he 
would remain in Washington until 
he could put his plea personally 
before William Green, president of 
the A. F. of L. The strike of build- 
ing workers, who have refused to 


work on jobs in which stone quar- 
ried by the St. Louis union is being 
used, was called on orders from na- 
tional headquarters in Washipgton, 
with the approval of Green, accord- 
ing to Collins. 
Both A. F. of L. Unions. 

Both the building workers and 

the quarry workers belong to unions 


of L.\. The International Quarry 
Workers’ Union by the terms of its 
charter, issued in 1903, was given 
jurisdiction over the entire indus- 
try rather than over a single craft, 
such as the stonecutters, in 
industry.

ators but the bulk of the workers 
were organized. With the impetus 
supplied by .John L. Lewis’ com- 
mittee for industrial organization 
rapid progress in organization was 
made among quarry workers. A 
charter was issued to the St. Louis 
union in 1934 and it has today, 
according to Collins, nearly 1000 
members. 

This stirred the craft unions to 
action and they, too, started out 
after the quarry workers but in 
most instances a little too late. 
Collins claims that his union repre- 
sents 90 per cent of St. Louis quarry 
workers and the craft unions 10 per 
cent. 

Industrial Committee Backing. 

The committee for industrial or- 
ganization has come to Collins’ aid 
and is backing him in hs plea to 
Green. An effort was also made by 
Green, accordng to Collins, to get 
the International to revoke the 
charter of the St. Louis union. This 
the International, with headquarters 
at Barre, Vermont, refused to do. 

The situation is complicated by 
the fact that there has been a pro- 
longed and bitter strike by the quar- 
ry workers in Vermont and finan- 
cial aid from other unions through- 
out the country has been essential. 
Collins and offficials of the com- 
mittee on industrial organization 
expressed considerable bitterness 
over the action of St. Louis build- 
ing workers. 

“What has happened,” Collins 
said, “is that contractors have in 
some instances been compelled to 
pay a premium in buying from 
quarries that are outside our organ- 
ization. It has made them mad, it 
has made everbody mad. I think 
that I can safely say that sympathy 
is on our side.” 

Several PWA jobs in St. Louis 
have been affected by the sympa- 
thetic strike, Collins said.

SEEKS ENLARGED BONDING 
POWER T0 GET PWA FUNDS 


Head .of East St. Louis Sanitary 
District Asks Illinois Legis- 
lature to Act. 

Stephen H. Kernan, president of 
the East St. Louis Levee and Sani- 
tary District, urged legislators at 
Springfield, Ul., today to pass a bill 
to increase the bonding power of 
the district from its present limit 
of $2,250,000 to $4,500,000, or from 
2% per cent of the assessed valua- 
tion of the district to 5 per cent. 
The assessed valuation is $90,000,- 
000. The drainage district bill is 
included in the Wilson-Copeland 
river and harbor improvement bill. 

Bonds may be issued without ref- 
erendum under present powers of 
the board, but under provisions of 
the proposed bill, a petition signed 
by 25 per cent of the voters of the 
district would compel the board to 
submit bond issues to a referen- 
dum. 

Kernan has stated that an in- 
creased bonding power is necessary, 
if the board is to take advantage 
of 45 per cent grants from PWA. 
The. present outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness of the district is $2,230,- 
000, or only about $20,000 less than 
the constitutional limitation. 

An application, by the district for 
a PWA loan and grant of $3,000,000 
to construct sanitary trunk line 
sewers for the Tri-cities has been 
taken under consideration. The loan 
would be $1,650,000, requiring an 
issue of bonds in that amount, and 
exceeding the present limit. A War 
Department proposal to raise the 
height of the Mississippi River levee 
at a cost of $1,000,000 also is under 
consideration.

$603,000 Increase Over Last 
Year’s Figures Announced by 
Equalization Board. 


The St. Louis County Board of 
Equalization yesterday set the val- 
uation of the St. Louis County Gas 
Co. for taxation purposes for 1936 


at $1,327,710, an increase of $603,- 
710 over last year’s valuation. The 
company’s real estate was valued 
by the board at $390,820 and its per- 
sonal property, including mains, me- 
ters, cash, bonds, automobiles and 
service sets, at $936,890. 

The company paid texes last year 
on $724,000 valuation, including 
$223,000 on its real estate and $501,- 
000 on its personal property. The 
increased figure will require the 
payment of an estimated $21,000 ad- 
ditional in county and school taxes. 
In establishing the value, the 
equalization board reduced Assessor 
Martin L. Neaf'’s valuation from 
$400,300 on the real estate and from 
$1,873,780 on the personal property, 
or from a total valuation of $2,274,- 
080. 


An appeal of the St. Louls County 
Water Co. on its real estate valua- 
tion was denied by the board, and 
Neaf’s valuation of $2,697,870, an in- 
crease of $531,950 over last year’s 
valuation, was allowed to stand. 
Neaf’s valuation of this property 
was the same as for last year, but 
the valuation was reduced to $2,- 
165,920 last year by the board. 


Neaf’s Three-Year Fight. 
The increase of the gas company 


first partial victory by Neaf in this 
three-year figt to place a higher val- 
uation on the property. Contending 
that its assessed valuation of $561,- 
000 was out of proportion to other 
property assessments in the county 
and out of proportion to the com-

This was reduced by the equaliza- 
tion board to $684,000 after a series 
of disputes among Neaf, members 
of the board and representatives 
of the company.

The board again reduced this 
to $684,000, but a blanket increase

After having engineers making 
an appraisal of the company’s plant 
and equipment, Neaf placed the 
valuation as of June 1, 1985, for 
1936 tax purposes at $2,274,080. The 
company again appéaled to the 
board, hearings were held, and ye* 
terday’s action resulted.

CHICAGO, May 28.—The Illinois 
Department of Labor announced 
yesterday that employment during 
April showed a gain of 1.9 per cent 
with a .7 of 1 per cent increase in 
payrolls over those of March. The 
figures were based on reports from 
4686 manufacturing and non-manu- 
facturing enterprises. 

As compared with April, 1935, 
there was an increase of 4.6 per 
cent in the number of employed 
and 10.5 per cent in total wage pay- 
ments. 

For the third consecutive month, 
greater than seasonal increases 
were reported in both the number 
employed and wage payments by 
the stone, clay and glass group 
of industries and for the second 
consecutive month by the metals 
and machinery group. . 

The construction industry re- 
ported the largest increases—a gain 
of 60 per cent in employment and 
38.7 per cent in payrolls.

HAMILTON FSH 
FOR DICATORSH 
OF CONSTITUTION 


New York Congressman 
Attacks New Deal at 


Closing Session of Illi- 
nois Bankers. 


Representative Hamilton Fish 
Jr. of New ‘York attacked the’ New 
Deal and called for “the dictator- 
ship of the Constitution” in a speech 
at the closing session of the forty- 
sixth annual convention of the II- 
linois Bankers’ Association at Hotel 
Jefferson yesterday. 

Fish linked the “Brain Trust” 
with Socialists and Communists, 
and denounced the Works Progress 
Administration as “a national scan- 
dal.” He prefaced his remarks 
by saying he “did not come here to 
talk politics or quarrel with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt,” whose district tie 
represents in Congress, but ended 
by denouncing most of the Presi- 
dent’s acts. 

Denounces WPA. 

“The Works Progress Administra- 
tion,” he said, “has become a na- 
tional scandal, permitting the relief 
workers to be used for partisan pur- 
poses. I am opposed to the continu- 
ation of the present administration 
of Federal relief, which has become 
a stench in the nostrils of the pub- 
lic, and under which political de- 
bauchery has flourished like a green 
bay tree. 

“There should be an immediate 
investigation of the numerous and 
serious charges of gross and con- 
temptible political activity, includ- 
ing payroll padding, in the WPA. 

“The deplorable and tragic fact 
is that after more than three years 
of the New Deal experiments there 
are over 12,000,000 unemployed and 
over 20,000,000 on relief. "The main 
reason for the failure of the New 
Deal to relieve unemployment, even 
after the expenditure of $20,000,000,- 
000, is that most of the New Deal 
measures are unsound, Socialistic 
and unconstitutional, and destroy 
business confidence, retard recovery 
and prolong the depression.” 

“Government Interference.” 

Fish said that “the statements of 
Communists, Socialists and the 
Brain Trust that wealth has been 
accumulated in the hands of a few 
men in Wall street are all bunk,” 
and that “the fact is that wealth 
has been liquidated and destroyed 
in recent years.” Many former mil- 
lionaires were now penniless, he 
added, 

“If the heavy hand of Government 
bureaucracy and interference is lift- 
ed off the neck of the business 
men,” he said, “it would be obvious 
to everyone that business would be 
ready to go. All it asks is a fair 
chance, a permanent breathing spell 
and cessation of attacks from gov- 
ernmental sources and destructive 
taxation, so that it can make profits 
and pass prosperity around by in- 
creased wages and the payment of 
dividends to stockholders.” 

“Thank God for the Constitution 
of the United States and the Su- 
preme Court, which constitutes an 
effective barrier to a dictatorship 
and the establishment of autocratic 
government in America. We need 
no New Deal dictatorship, but we 
do need the dictatorship of the Con- 
stitution to preserve our free insti- 
tutions, republican form of govern- 
ment, and the rights and liberties of 
the people from executive ursurpa- 
tion and to protect business from 
collectivism and state Socialism.” 

Bankers Note Improvement. 

At the close of Fish’s speech the 
bankers adopted a resolution which 
declared that “a very noticeable 
and general betterment has devel- 
oped in industry, agriculture, trade, 
and finance which is being reflec- 
ted in increased deposits and net 
earnings in our banking institu- 
tions. There is every indication 
that recovery has set in and that 
the country has definitely emerged 
from economic chaos.” 

The resolution went on to say 
that for this reason the Federal 
government should “withdraw 
from most, if not all, of its emer- 
gency activities.” It was this 
thought which was most repeatedly 
expressed at the convention, the 
bankers particularly decrying the 
manner in which the Government 
has continued its credit agencies. 
Speakers said that the lending bus- 
iness should be returned to the pri- 
vate banks. 

Dan H. Otis of the Agricultural 
Commission of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association also spoke, urging 
the bankers to take a detailed in- 
terest in farming so that they might 
acquire a better picture of the 
American economy. 

Frank C. Rathje of Chicago, at- 
torney and president of the Chicago 
City Bank & Trust Co., was elected 
president of the association, suc- 
ceeding sid Nirdlinger of Galesburg, 
Ill. Rathje has been vice-president 
and chairman of the association's 
legislative and resolutions commit- 
tees. 

Other officers elected were J. F. 
Schmidt, cashier of the First Na- 
tional Bank in Waterloo, vice- 
president, and C. A. Elsner, cashier 
and secretary of the First National 
Bank in Barrington, treasurer. Ac- 
cording to the custom followed by 
the association, Schmidt will. be- 
come president next year.

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Coronation of Edward VIII Set 
For May 12, 1937, by Privy Council 


Announcement to Be Proclaimed With Tradi- 
tional Ceremonies in London Tomorrow 
—Ancient Precedents to Be Followed. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, May 28.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin today set May 
12, 1937, as the day on which King 
Edward VIII will be formally in- 
vested with the authority of the 
British throne in a centuries-old 
coronation ceremony. 

The announceluent was made in 
a special issue of the official Ga- 
zette. The date will be officially 
proclaimed at ceremonies in the 
center of London tomorrow. 

Preparations will begin at once 
for the pageantry that will mark 
the coronation, which will reach its 
climax in Westminster Abbey when 
the Archbishop of Canterbury 
places the famous jiewelled crown 
on the King’s head. 

10 Kings to Attend. 

For London the -~-remony will 
mean the influx of several hundred 
thousands of visitors from all parts 
of the world. It is expected 10 
ruling kings and queens, together 
with 150 or more Indian princes 
will be the nation’s guests. Every 
dominion and colony will have en- 
voys. present. Every foreign coun- 
try will be represented. 

At least 3,000,000 people are ex- 
pected to life ‘te route of the 
royal procession which will open 
and conclude the coronation. 

Six white horses will draw the 
King’s gilded coach from Bucking- 
ham Palace to the Abbey, thence 
eastward through the old city to 
the Mansion House and back. 

Windows overlooking this route, 
which passes Trafalgar Squares, 
along the Strand and down Lon- 
don’s famous Fleet street past St. 
Paul's, even now are being hawked 
at high prices, 

Socially, the coronation is expect- 
ed to give London one of the most 
brilliant seasons of the century. 
Hostesses already are making plas 
for entertaining on a scale un- 
matched in recent years. 

It was explained the date for the 


| 


coronation was chosen because tree 
foliage at that time will not have 
reached the point where it would 
obscure the vision of the millions 
who will line the route of the King’s 
procession. 

The final date was fixed at a 
meeting of the Privy Council, meet- 
ing this morning in Buckingham 
Palace. Dominion councilors were 
in attendance, inasmuch as the 
dominions play an important part 
in the traditional ceremony. 

The historic language of court 
was used in the prelude of the proc- 
lamation, which stated: 

“By the King, a proclamation de- 
claring His Majesty’s pleasure, and 
touching upon his royal coronation 
and the solemnity thereof; 

“Whereas, we have resolved by 
favor of the blessing of Almighty 
God to celebrate in solemnity our 
royal coronation at Westminster 
upon Wednesday, the 12th day of 
May, next; “ 

“And forasmuch as by ancient 
customs and usages of this realm, 
as also in regard of dive~s tenures 
of sundry manors and lands and 
other hereditaments, many of our 
loving subjects do claim they are 
bound to do and perform divers 
services on said day and at the time 
of the coronation, as in times 
precedent their ancestors and those 
from whom they claim have done 
and performed at coronations of 
our famous progenitors and pred, 
ecessors, kings and queens of the 
realm; 

“We, therefore, out of our prince- 
ly care for the preservation of the 
lawful rights and inheritances of 
our loving subjects whom it may 
concern, have thought fit to give 
notice of publish of our resolution 
therein; 

“And do hereby give notice of 
publish of same accordingly.” 

The initial sentence then proceed- 
ed unbroken for nearly a thousand 
words more. 


REVOLT IN NICARAGUA 
AGAINST JUAN SACASA 


Head of Forces Trained by U. 
S. Marines Reported Trying 
to Overthrow President. 


By the Associated Press. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, May 28. 
—A rebellion against President 


Juan B. Sacasa, former Minister 
to Washington with National Army 
units taking part was disclosed to- 
day by Government spokesman. 

The spokesman declared the 
rebels were endeavoring to place 
Gen. Anastacio Somoza, head of 
the United States Marine-trained 
national army, in the presidential 
palace. 

“It has been known for the past 
few days,” he said, “that a fic- 
ticious popular uprising was being 
prepared on the Atlantic coast 
tending to oust the civil authority 
in that section. 

“Today it was learned that this 
movement was assisted by Maj. 
Alberto Baca, the Guardia Na- 
cional (National Army) chief in 
Bluefields and an adherent of for- 
mer President Moncada (whom Dr. 
Sacasa overthrew). 

“The legitimate authorities of 
Bluefields, Puerto Cabezas, Cabo 
Gracias, and other cities of that 
section have been removed. 

“Other uprisings of like nature 
are announced in other sections of 
the country. 

“They are part of a plan to over- 
throw President Sacasa, impede fu- 
ture presidential elections, and in- 
duct into the presidency the chief 
of the National Army, General So- 
moza, who is constitutionally un- 
able to be a candidate. 

“The National Army was created 
as the sole military and police 
force of the Republic by agreement 
between the United States and 
Nicaraguan Governments and Gen- 
eral Somoza took possession of his 
command before the United States 
Marines evacuated the country.” 

General Somoza gave the Associ- 
ated Press 
ment: 

“I cannot understand why Presi- 
dent Sacasa ignores me as a factor 
in the peaceful destinies of our 
country after I have sacrificed my 
presidential candidacy in the re- 
cent conference held at the presi- 
dential mansion.”

They reported that po- 
licemen insisted on searching even 
women and babies, demanding that 
the babies be undressed completely 
despite cold weather.

BY CHINESE REDS 


500 Murdered After ‘‘Liv- 
ing Buddha” of Eastern 
Tibet Betrays Province 
of Sikang.

CHUNGKING, SZECHWAN 
PROVINCE, China, May 28.— Dis- 
patches from the Tibetan border 
reported today 500 Buddhist priests 
were killed by Communist troops 
invading Sikang province. 
Vernacular newspapers said the 
Nona, or “Living Buddha” of Eas- 
tern Tibet, turned traitor to China, 
enabling the Communist hordes to 
enter Sikang under Gen. Hsiao Keh, 
Gen. Ho Lung and Gen. Chu Teh. 
Instead of taking precautionary 
measures against the invaders, dis- 


patches said, the Buddha, who had 
the title of Pacification Commis- 
sioner on the Sikang-Szechwan 
frontier, seized 5000 rifles from the 
local militia and fled. 

Infuriated natives of Chunghwa 
were reported to have captured the 
“Living Buddhre” and handed him 
over, with the stolen rifles, to the 
Communists, who made him a pris- 
oner. 

Vernacular newspapers said panic 
prevailed throughout the Suiching 
and Chungwa districts while Com- 
munists killed Buddhist priests who 
prayed ineffectually for mercy. 

After the killings, dispatches said, 
the Communists changed their tac- 
tics in order to win favor with the 
Sikang province populace, offering 
protection to the Lama monks, 
granting the people religious free- 
dom and promising them food. 

One commander of the Chinese 
government forces, moving against 
the Communist campaigners, said 
100,000 loyal Nationalist troops were 
engaged against 50,000 Communist 
soldiers along the borders of Sikang 
and Szechwan provinces. 

Owing to bad communications, 
lack of food and the severe weather 
prevailing, however, this comman- 
der said, the loyal Chinese forces 
were unable to make much head- 
way.

NEW REGULATIONS FOR 
PILGRIMAGES 10 ROME

Vatican Rules Journeys 
Piety Must Not Be for 
Pleasure or Rest. 


By the Associated Press. ’ 
VATICAN CITY) May 28.—Regue- 
lations governing Pilgrimages went 
into effect today for the first time! 
with the arrival today of hundreds 
of pilgrims to join in the celebration 
of Pope Pius’s 79th birthday Sun- 
day. The rules were issued in April, 
but this was their first application, 
The Congregation of the Council 
promulgated them in order that 
“pious and religious voyagers may 
fully conform to their high pur- 
pose.” | 

The Congregation provided that 
“pilgrimages must at all times pre- 
serve their religious character 
and be considered as true 
and proper acts of Chris 
tian piety.” Consequently, they must 
be completely distinct from trips 
organized for pleaure or rest. Ev- 
erything must be avoided which 
would conflict with the religious na- 
ture of the voyage. 

Only ecclesiastical authorities 
have the right to promote and di- 
rect pilgrimages, under the rules, 
and hence, no commercial com- 
pany, even if directed by religious 
institutes, may start and guide pil- 
grimages unless they were first 
promoted or at least approved by 
ecclesiastical authorities. Church 
authorities are enjoined to see that 
every pilgrimage i prepared and 
carried on under the direction of 
men of recognized virtue, and each 
must be accompanied by a priest. 

The Congregation ruled: “In fixe 
ing prices, directors of pilgrimages 
will bear in mind that these holy 
voyeges must be made possible also 
to the faithful of modest financial 
status. Therefore, nothing must be 
asked of the pilgrims beyond what 
is necessary for a prudent admin- 
istration and every idea of profit 
must be completely abandoned.” 

The Congregation forbade the 
clergy to arrange the techyical or- 
ganization of the pilgrimages. This

HAVE just seen your issue of May 

15 containing Ford W. Thompson's 
criticism of my address on “American 
Institutions.” The gist of Mr. Thomp- 
son's criticism is that in opposing the 
New Deal, I am aiding the Republican 
party, which is a very bad party led by 
very bad men known as the Old Guard. 

I am not unmindful of the Republican 
party’s many sins both of omission and 
commission, but I am profoundly con- 
vinced that any American party, how- 
ever unwise some of its policies may be, 
or how old its “Guard” may be, is bet- 
ter than a party wnose major policies are 
modeled after those of the U, 8.

In my address, I charge that the Roose- 
velt administration has imposed, or has 
sought to impose, upon America policies 
which, in principle, are on all fours with 
the teachings of state Socialism.

Now, it would be in point for a critic

But it is not in point to answer my 
charges by denouncing the Republican 
party and its “Old Guard” leaders, I have 
opposed the Republican party’s unwise 
and uneconomic activities for 50 years, 
but up till now, at any rate, the Repub- 
lican party has not repudiated fundamen- 
tal American principles, When, therefore, 
our choice is only between the Repub- 
lican party and a party which does re- 
pudiate the very fundamentals of Amer- 
icanism, a party which would center all 
political power in Washington, as all po- 
litical power in Russia is centered in 
Moscow—when only such a choice is of- 
fered, thoughtful Democrats will choose 
the Repubsican party; they will not al- 
low themselves to be herded into a corral 
along with Socialists, Bolsheviks and 
Communists merely because over the 
gate of the corral is painted the word 
“Democrat”!

BRITAIN’S TASK IN PALESTINE. 

Of all the problems of administration that have 
confronted the British in their “dominion over palm 
and pine,” one of the most difficult is that encoun- 
tered in Palestine. Forces are at work in that British 
mandate that break forth in armed strife at inter- 
vals. x 
The present period of violence, which began six 
weeks ago with an Arab general strike, has resulted 
in the killing of at least 50 persons, and is de- 
seribed as the most critical since Britain assumed 
the mandate in 1923. It has now taken on the aspect 
of an Arab revolt against British rule, and the En- 
glish armed force in the country now is the largest 
in its history. 

The difficulty of Britain’s task lies in the deter- 
mination to carry out the two objectives of the Bal- 
four declaration, made Nov. 2, 1917, as follows: 

His Majesty's Government view with favor the 
establishment of a nationa) home for the Jewish 
people in Palestine, and will use their best en- 
deavors to facilitate the achievement of that ob- 
ject, it being clearly understood that nothing 


shall be done which may prejudice the civil and 
religious rights of existing non-Jewish communi- 


ties in Palestine.... 

In the very wording of the Balfour declaration, 
the conflicting claims are made plain: the hope of re- 
establishing a Jewish center in the ancient home- 
land of the race, and the insistence of the Arabs on 
keeping their hold on the country they have occupied 
for more than 1400 years. The nationalistic aspira- 
tions of the two sides are in direct conflict, for Arab 
leaders fear that the Jewish development will block 
fulfillment of their hope of including Palestine in the 
proposed Pan-Arab Federation. 

To both peoples, and to Christians as well, Pales- 
tine is a holy land, filled with revered landmarks. 
In the name of religion, many bloody conflicts have 
occurred at these places, over the question of which 
faction shall control them and over rivalries to wor- 
ship there at particular times. 

Palestine has prospered under the colonizing ef- 
forts of Zionism. Modern cities, schools, hospitals 
and educational institutions have been built; thriv- 
ing agricultural and industrial] enterprises have been 
developed. With the outbreak of anti-Semitic perse- 
cutions in Germany and Poland, the country has 
proved a haven for thousands of fefugees from in- 
tolerance. The Jewish population has risen to 250,- 
000, as compared with 850,000 Arabs and about 100,000 
Christians. Out of fear that eventually the Jews will 
be in the majority, the Arabs have besought England 
to stop immigration, thus far without avail. 

The conflicts between the two peoples thus are 
nationalistic, economic and religious. If the ex- 
tremists on both sides are to dictate policy, the na- 
tionalistic aims appear to be irreconcilable. The re- 
ligious conflict is of similar aspect. However, there 
are abundant examples over the world where peoples 
of different faiths live amicably side by side on a 
basis of mutual] tolerance. . 
As to the economic problem, both peoples have ben- 
efited by the development of Palestine. Should. the 
success of the enterprise continue, there will be op- 
portunity for all, if over-expansion can be guarded 
against and immigration be confined to the number 
of settlers the country can absorb. Thus far, em- 
ployment has been available to all Arabs who apply 
and to all immigrant workers admitted, and the sat- 
uration point appears distant. 

It is important that Britain should seek to main- 
tain the rights of both peoples in Palestine, and to 
put down violence. The recent clashes, including many 
murders from ambush, have been launched by Arab 
disturbers, it is apparent from the dispatches. The 
onslaughts do not originate among the Arab work- 
ers, who, on the whole, are contented with the great- 
er employment opportunities now available. The 
chief sources of the present trouble are the extrem- 
ists among the Arab nationalists, the Arab land-own- 
ing class, disgruntled by higher wage scales in recent 
years, and the Italian propagandists, seeking to em- 
barrass Britain by stirring up unrest in Palestine. 
There is so much promise in the Zionist enterprise, 
so great a need for a place of refuge where the per- 
secuted may receive shelter, that it would be dis- 
astrous for the project to be wrecked by the rivalries 
encountered. Britain, as guardian of the rights of 
both sides, has the trying task of reconciling their 
claims, establishing peace and making possible a con- 
tinuance of progress. 
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BOOKS AND STRAWBERRIES. 

The Missouri State Federation of Labor, in session 
at Hannibal this week, approved a proposal which 
would require State schools in Missouri to use only 
textbooks printed in the State. We regret that the 
official organization of labor in Missouri has made 
the mistake of indorsing so short-sighted a resolu- 
tion. Without reflecting in the least on those pub- 
lishing firms in business in Missouri, it can be 
said that by and large this ig not a book-publish- 
ing State. The location of the printing industry, like 
the rise of certain other industries, grew out of 
what the social historians call “the momentum of an 
early start.” It is incidental that our schoolbooks 
come from New York, Boston and other estab- 
lished centers of the publishing industry. Books 
should be bought and used because of their content. 
Would Missouri like to have all the other states ban 
our Ozark strawberries? That would follow logically 
from this unsound proposal.

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: JUDGE POLLOCK ISSUES AN INVITATION. 

A scathing criticism of the management of the 
“hopelessly insolvent” Federal Reserve Life Insur- 
ance Co. was made by Federal Judge Pollock at Kan- 
sas City, Kan., who placed the company in the hands 
of a receiver. 

Judge Pollock charges that there have been “the 
most flagrant acts of mismanagement and waste of 
assets by the officers, directors and _ controlling 
stockholder,” whom he identifies as Massey Wilson of 
St. Louis. The Judge refers to a series of transac- 
tions between Wilson and one Franklin E. Bushman, 
by which Wilson acquired control of the Farmers’ 
National Life Insurance Co. “Subsequently, the im- 
posingly-named Federal Resefve Life Insurance Co. 
reinsured the business of the Farmers’ National Life 
at a cost of $1,050,831, “which amount, in my (Judge 
Pollock’s) opinion, was largely in excess of its true 
worth.” 

Referring to a deal by which the Federal] Reserve 
company authorized the exchange of certain mort- 
gages in the amount of $124,000 for mortgages upon 
rea] estate in Nebraska and South Dakota, offered 
by one Louis D. Snader of Chicago, the Court says: 
“If this exchange agreement on the part of the offi- 
cers is not actually tinctured with fraud, it consti- 
tutes gross mismanagement and dissipation of as- 
sets, and in my judgment should be carefully investi- 
gated, and if, as may appear, fraudulent, the guilty 
should be punished.”

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PIERSON’S THIRD CONVICTION. 

For the third time, Ralph Pierson, the man high- 
er up in the Buckingham Hotel Annex arson case, 
has been convicted, eight and one-half years after the 
fire which took seven lives. His two previous trials, in 
the first of which he was sentenced to death and in 
the second to life imprisonment, were nullified by the 
Supreme Court because of prejudicial errors by the 
prosecution. Meanwhile, his accomplices, Night 
Watchman Meadows and Night Clerk Cotham, have 
long since gone to prison at Jefferson City. 

Pierson’s case is a shocking example of the law’s 
delays. The case against him is clear-cut. The fire 
itself, occurring at an early hour of the morning, in 
a hotel equipped with primitive rope fire escapes 
and occupied by many older persons, was one of the 
worst holocausts in the city’s history. Unforgettable 
are the horrible scenes of the fire as the victims 
plunged from windows or fell from ropes in ag- 
onizing attempts at safety. After eight and one-half 
years, the case should be settled for all time.

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ALL TO DR. TOWNSEND’S ADVANTAGE. 

By a vote of 271 to 41, the House has accepted 
the recommendation of its investigating committee 
that Dr. F. E. Townsend and two of his aids be 
cited for contempt, arrested and tried in Federal 
Court, as a result of their réfusal to testify. 

Probably no one will be more delighted by the 
House’s decision than Dr. Townsend and his fellow 
pension-plan promoters. Plenty of damaging tes- 
timony had been brought out in the early stages 
of the inquiry, and it seemed likely the Townsend 
plan would die a natural death as a result of the 
disclosures. Now that it has been decided to seek a 
contempt citation, months will be required to complete 
the action. Whether or not a trial ultimately re- 
sults, Dr. Townsend will bask in the spotlight. What- 
ever the outcome, he will be held up as a martyr 
His movement, it is quite possible, will gain fresh 
strength as a result, and the stream of nickel and 
dime contributions will be restored. 

If the House had voted, on the other hand, to drop 

the matter, the effect would have been almost as 
favorable to the pension-plan promoters’ interests. 
Dr. Townsend and his aids would then have been 
able to say that they had defied the House investi- 
gation, and had got away with it. Such an apparent 
demonstration of strength not improbably ._ would 
have revived the interest of those who had begun 
to look upon the movement as dead. 
No matter what happens now, the committee has 
got itself and the House into an embarrassing posi- 
tion. By badgering the elderly witness long after 
his movement had been discredited by his own 
words, it goaded him to resistance, and the result 
is a new lease on life for an absurd economic scheme. 
Congressional inquiry often is a useful weapon 
for the public welfare, but this time it has backfired 
through its users’ reckless tactics. Future investi- 
gators will do well to heed the lesson.

HE political astrologists have been inti. 

mating for some months that the New 

Deal’s fate next November will be decid- 
ed in the Middle West. Only a captious cal- 
culator could quarrel with their horoscopes. 
Mr. Roosevelt must have the edge in the 
Middle West to win, and so must the Re- 
publicans. 

There is néthing exceptional about the 
situation. The Middle West has always been 
the dark and bloody ground of the Repub- 
lic’s critical decisions. The Middle-Western 
electorate shifts the gears of political deci- 


sions for the nation almost wholly in accord- . 


ance with the philosophy of the Middle- 
Western mind and temperament. 
Normally, the Middle Westerner meets sev- 
eral people each day with different obses- 
sions about economic programs and social 
values, and it does something to his mental 
processes. In result, he carries his basic 
prejudices relatively lightly, changes them 
with, on the whole, refreshing frequency, 
and keeps his mind fairly open to new ones. 
It is perfectly possible, for instance, for 
the same Hoosier to have been an “anti-im- 
perialist” at the turn of the century, a Bull 
Mooser in its teens, a Klansman in the ’20s, 
a Technocrat and New Dealer in the '30s 
and God knows what brand of Townsendite 
in the ‘40s. Meanwhile, our obsession-shift- 
er’s Southern contemporary has gone on be- 
ing the same old romantic Negro-fearer 
that his grandfather was, while the New 
Englander has lived and died with his Pro- 
testant-banker’s or Irish mill-hand’s class 
consciousness unsullied by a single incon- 


_ sistency. 


This seeming fickleness, far more than 
any conscious devotion to specific sectional 
interests, is what gives the Middle West the 
balance of power in American politics. East 
and South, political viewpoints are relative- 
ly static. The Middle West, on the other 
hand, changes its mind, its principles, and 
even its prejudices in politics, with what 
seems to the observer from stodgier political 
climates an almost wanton abandonment to 
temperamental impulses. What really con- 
ditions the Middle Westerner’s political re- 
actions is the value he puts on personality. 

The pioneer Midlanders, as a matter of 
fact, brought a feeling for the glamour of 
personality over the mountains with them 
in their baggage—and for the most under. 
standable reasons. They were running away 
from the high price of farms in the coastal 
states, of course, as all economists wil] tell 
you. But they were also running away from 
their parts as stooges in a comedy of man- 
ners. 

In the 1780s and 1790s, when the original 
settlement began, the politica] rights of av- 
erage and sub-average Americans had just 
been established by successful revolution, 
but this had less than nothing to do with 
the recognition of the rank and file Ameri- 
can’s qualities as a person. In the whole 
record of the Founding Fathers, historical 
and apocryphal, there is scarcely a sugges- 
tion that any member of the Washington- 
Jefferson-Adams-Hamilton coterie ever en- 
couraged, or permitted, a personal confi- 
dence from a social inferior. 

The pioneers instinctively realized that an 
age which had cherished manners, orderly 


social subordinations and philosophical ab- 
stractions as its supreme values was becom- 
ing outmoded; that the era now coming on 
would consider the personal differentiation 
between ordinary men supremely romantic. 

This obsession with persons saturates Mid- 
dle-Western literature in the same manner 
as it saturates Middle-Western life. Hamlin 
Garland, Booth Tarkington, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters, Sinclair Lewis and the earlier William 
Dean Howells have been no less conscien- 
tiously—and joyously—concerned with tell- 
ing the world the old, old regional story than 
Edgar Guest or the makers of the Lincoln 
legend; or Smith, when you ask him the 
lowdown on Jones, 

” + o 

Now, what has all this to do with poli- 
tics? A good deal more, I suspect, than 
often meets the eye of certain political field 
marshals with vast reputations for strategy 
in the outlands. How one behaves during a 
campaign, the political arguments one gets 
into, the kind of vote one casts, are cus- 
tomary Midland ways of strutting before 
the world and showing off personality. 

The fact is that in any election contest 
with issues rising above the low emotional 
voltage of 1924, millions of Middle Western- 
ers cast their votes in exactly the same 
spirit in which, unofficially, they have chos- 
en Eddie Guest to be their regional laureate. 
They vote for the side which gives them the 
best chance to dramatize themselves as in- 
teresting persons. 

By my private calculating system, there 
are approximately 25,000,000 authentic Mid- 
landers. Two sizable elements of voters 
with the lifelong habit of voting their par- 
tisan inheritance will cancel each other off 
substantially, and so will a few groups who 
may be expressing their sentiments on acute 
economic grievances. Then the election will 
be decided—for New York and Texas as well 
as for Iowa—by the few million chronic 
waverers of the Midlands, who, year in and 
year out, with romantic self-consciousness, 
vote for the side that makes them fee! best 
about themselves. 

This year, they may dramatize themselves 
as dashing innovators of new and lovelier 
economic systems; as shock troops repuls- 
ing a big business counter-revolution: as 
soldiers in the natural warfare of plain men 
against Brain Trusters and city slickers: 
or as some vast and daring posse riding to 
death the soulless bureaucrats who fatten on 
honest men’s relief bonanzas. Or dramatiza- 
tions may be invented which no politician 
could conceivably dream of until they hap- 
pen. 

In no case, however, is the validity of the 
issues or the strength of the campaign argu- 
ments likely to be of serious consequence in 
the region where the crucial political power 
balances quiver. If the Midlands are nor- 
mal, the outcome will depend on which set 
of candidates and which party’s propaganda 
incites the most Midlanders to believe that 
we are all pretty interesting and important 
people together.

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Germany’s Plight

| 3 bey sates the almost infinite complexity 
of technical details which clouds discus 
sion of German finance and economics, there 
is a situation as simple as it is serious. In 
homely phrase, it is.a case of an attempt 
to get a quart out of a pint pot. 

Germany has for some time concentrated 
her main effort upon a tremendous scheme 
of rearmament, requiring large supplies of 
material and much labor. Her foreign trade 
and foreign credit being gravely cramped, 
she has been obliged to draw heavily upon 
the living standards of her people to ac- 
complish her armament, and she has had 
to devise an infinite variety of financial ex 
pedients to spread the country’s available 
domestic capital over a continually increa® 
ing field of demand. 

The financial web has now worn painfully 
thin, and the pressure upon the people's live 
ing standards has now grown painfully 
great. What else could happen with a lim- 
ited supply of necessities and a limited pos 
sibility of “kiting” credit? 

It is simply a repetition of Germany's ex- 
periences under the war “blockade” of 2 
years ago, though, of course, upon a scale 
less severe. But the “blockade” upon her 
today, although not the result of definite 
policies on the part of frankly hostile na 
tions, is as real as was that of 1916, so far 
as its effects are concerned, and those ef- 
fects are cumulative. It is a situation that 
cannot indefinitely continue and, according 
to appearances, must somehow or other 
come to a head before very long. 

Perhaps in this very tension lies the hope 
that its relaxation may be peaceful, at least 
for a while. Most observers agree that Ger- 
man military men regard the nation as not 
yet ready for war. Whether or not the coun- 
try could stand yet further constriction of 
its economic life for the time necessary to 
make it ready to fight is the real question 
which the Fuehrer must decide. It is at 
least possible that his recent statements con- 
cerning European peace may truly reflect 
his mind, for all the signs indicate the ad- 
vantages to Germany herself of the propo® 
als made at the re-entry of the Rhineland. 

However that may be, there is no mystery 
in the ultimate facts of the matter, or as to 
the causes of Germany’s present plight.

A List of How Many of What 


to Buy Will Help the Cook 
Who Is Beginning. 


June brides, new apartments, 
fresh crisp cook books coming into 
use for the first time, meals for 


just two, all fit into one picture. 

It takes some doing to plan ¢hose 
meals for two, without having lots 
of left overs and without straining 
the carefully made budget with cost- 
ly items, It’s easy enough to buy No. 
1 cans of vegetables and fruits; to 
make attractive individual salads 
and desserts, but the meat course 
offers another problem that of buy- 
ing wisely for two. 

First thought brings lamb chops, 
a Porterhouse or T bone steak, pork 
chops or veal chops into. mind. 
These are all delicious cuts and 
need only the simplest cooking 
methods to make them into tender 
morsels, But they all belong tothe 
higher cost bracket and should not 
appear every day, but occasionally. 


Roasts for Company. 
Roasts are a “big” investment for 


reserved for company nights, 50 
there will be fewer left overs for 
second appearances. <A_ two-rib 
roast of beer, a loin of lamb, a four- 
rib rack of veal, a two-inch slice of 
ham, a small leg of lamb (4 to 4% 
pounds), are all good choices for 
small roasts to serve four to six 
people adequately. 

Of the budget cuts which should 
find frequent use there are a vast 
number. Shoulder chops of veal or 
lamb are delightfully good braised 
in milk or a tasty tomato sauce. A 
small cut of round steak or chuck 
steak makes a delicious Swiss or 
Spanish steak. 

Ground meats are an excellent se- 
lection because you may buy as 
little or as much as you like. Make 
it into patties for broiling—neatly 
‘wrapped in bacon, of course—or 
bake little individual meat loaves 
in your custard cup and turn them 
out hot to serve plain or with to- 
mato or tartar sauce. Little ham 
loaves served with fried pineapple 
or grilled bananas are as attractive 
as good. Just cut most standard 
|meat loaf recipes in half and press 
the meat into oiled molds or cups 
to bake. Baking time need not ex- 
ceed 30 minutes for the individual 
| servings. 

Chicken legs, or city chicken, 
‘made from small squares of veal 
and pork shoulder steak are festive 
and as easy as can be to cook by 
browning, then cooking slowly 
(covered) until tender. 

Stews in Small Portions. 

Stews come into this picture of 
small portions, too, for with a pound 
of beef, lamb or veal shoulder or 
breast meat cut into cubes, assorted 
vegetables and adroit seasoning the 
old favorite may be as delightful as 
that made in the big kettle. at 
mother’s.

“Biscuit” Shortcake. 

Three cups: sifted cake flour. 

Three teaspoons baking powder. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup butter or other short- 
ening. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Two quarts strawberries, washtd 
and hulled. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder and salt, and sift again. 
Cut in«shortening; add milk all at 
once and stir carefully until all 
flour is dampened. Then stir vig- 
orously until mixture forms a soft 
dough and follows spoon around 
bowl. Turn out immediately on 
slightly floured .board and knead 
30 seconds. Roll one-fourth inch 
thick in sheet, 16x8 inches. Cut in 
half. Fit one-half into well greased 
8x8x2-inch pan. Brush¢with melted 
butter. Fit second layer of dough 
into pan. Brush with melted but- 
ter. Bake in hot oven (450 degrees 
F.) 15 to 20 minutes. 

Reserve about one-half cup whole 
strawberries for garnish; cut re- 
maining berries in small pieces and 
sweeten lightly. Separate halves 
of hot shortcake; spread bottom 
half with soft butter’ and part of 
strawberries. Adjust top and spread 
with butter and remaining berries. 
Garnish with whipped cream and 
whole berries. Serves eight.

MENUS BY STORM 


Use Them for Every Purpose 
From Fruit Cocktails to 
Tarts and Ices. 


Melons will soon be on the mar- 
kets in profusion. Melons from Cal- 
ifornia and Arizona and a little 
later from the truck gardens and 
farms in the vicinity. There are so 
many interesting ways of serving 
them without having to resort to 
the usual iced melon on the half 
shell. 

Melon balls go into fruit cups and 
salads. Melons form the basis for 
most tempting ices and ice creams. 
Dieticians tell us that melons are 
perfect summer foods that have 
their quota of protective vitamins 
and mineral salts. 

Here are some recipes that show 
melons off to best advantage. 

How to Serve. 

Always serve cantaloupes ice 
cold. Serve a half melon with a 
scoop of ice cream. If you wish a 
change, try chocolate ice cream. Or 
fill the half melon with red rasp- 
berries, sliced bananas, or it may 
be filled with whipped cream and 
fresh fruit pulp. Cubed cantaloupes 
may be served in individual glasses 
after chilling. 

Melon Cocktail. 

Place small sections of grapefruit 
in a sherbet glass—about half full. 
Pour over two tablespoons of gren- 
adine syrup. Fill glass with small 
balls of cantaloupe, place cherry on 
top and serve ice cold. 

Sunshine Salad. 

Place a slice of pineapple on a 
bed of lettuce, alternate sections of 
orange.and grapefruit around the 
pineapple, pile small balls of canta- 
loupe or honeydew melon in the 
center, garnish with leaves of fresh 
mint or watercress. Serve with 
French dressing made with lemon 
juice instead of vinegar. 

Melon Surprise. 

Take a small cantaloupe, cut off 
the top, remove the seeds and meat 
Refill the 
shell with diced meat of the canta- 
loupe, diced segment of grapefruit 
and sliced bananas. Place top of 
melon back on and put in refrigera- 
tor to chill before serving. Serve 
one melon to each person. A slice 
may be taken from the bottom of 
the melon to aid in keeping upright 
on piate. 

Melon. Ambrosia. 

One cup small melon balls 

One cup sliced bananas 

One cup sliced orange. 

Six tablespoons of sugar 

One cup shredded coconut 

Mix and chill. Serve in sherbet 
cups. 

Cantaloupe Ice. 

To one quart of melon pulp, allow 
a pound of sugar and a pint of 
water.

Melon Compote. 

Make syrup as above. While hot 
lay in it cubes or strips of melon, 
simmering five minutes, then place 
in serving dish. Cook the syrup 
down until thick,:add any flavor- 
ing desired and pour over the 
melon. Heap whipped cream on 
this and serve. 

Melon Tart. 

Prepare as above and line bak- 
ing dish with tart paste. Bake, 
coo! and then fill with above mix- 
ture. Make a meringue with 
whipped whites of two eggs and 
one cup of sugar, brown quickly 
and serve hot or cold. 

Melon Mousse. 

Place the pulp of two medium- 
sized cantaloupes in preserving ket- 
tle with one-half quantity of sugar. 
Stew down until rather thick, rub 
through sieve and replace on stove. 

Half dissolve one-half box of 
gelatine (for each pint of pulp) 
first softened in a little cold water, 
then more thoroughly dissolved by 
pouring on it one-half pint of boil- 
ing water and placing over steam. 
Add this to the cooked melon, 
stirring until it begin to cool and 
thicken. Place in wet molds and 
set on ice until firm. Serve with

The $2,000,000,000 June financing 
program, announced by the Treas- 
ury, was of much interest to bank- 
ing quaters in that it will be a 
record peace-time borrowing oper- 
ation. 

Dissension at Washington over 
the form which the new corporation 
tax bill will take tended to keep a 
number of traders from expanding 
commitments.

Grace Moore in Picture With 
Kreisler Music — Franchot 
Tone Duplicates. 


RACE MOORE’S second pic- 
G ture since her sensational suc- 

cess in “One Night of Love” 
comes to the Fox Theater today. 
“The King Steps Out,” in which 
she appears with Franchot Tone, 
is laid in a European realm and 
concerns the daughter of a duke 
who masquerades as a commoner 
and wins the love of the young 
Emperor, to whom her sister has 
been betrothed in an arrangement 
of state.

Besides treatment with the appa- | 
ratus, forms of “vascular Massage,” 
as it is called, can be carried out | 
by very simple means.

2. The limb is now lowered and 
remains pale and free from blood. 

& The bandage is removed, the 
anemia relieved, and the  »biood 
shoota in. The patient feels a pleas- | 
ant warmth, and the skin becomes 
rosy, then red and warm. 

4. The limb is lowered over the 
side of the bed so that it hangs be- 
low the center of the body. 

Each movement lasts one minute. 
This is repeated five or six times, 
morning and evening, for a period 
of from 15 to°30 minutes.

ANY men, when they have 

nothing better to do, wonder 

about details of dress and how 
they originated. For example, why 
bows are always on the left side 
of hats has long been an unan- 
swered question. In reality the 
explanation is quite simple. Back 
in the days when men wore long 
flowing plumes in their hats, they 
also wore long, if not exactly flow- 
ing, swords. The plumes were only 


ornaments, but the swords served 
a very utilitarian purpose. If the 
plumes were on the right side of the 
hat, they would have interfered with 
the use of the sword arm when the 
weapon was in play... (We must ad- 
mit to our ignorance on the sub- 
ject of how the left-handed boys 
managed). Anyway, it became the 
custom to wear the plumes on the 
more convenient left side, for most 
men. Of course, plumes diminished 
in size as the years went on until 
finally they were replaced by the 
cockade. Today we have nothing 
left but the bow and possibly a 
small feather from a game bird, 
but the custom of keeping all these 
hat decorations on the left side pre- 
vails and will probably continue to 
do so. 

Another problem has a similar ex- 
planation. It is frequently noted that 
men button their coats with the 
left side over the right, i. e., with 
the buttons on the right half of the 
coat and the button holes on the 
left half. Women invariably button 
their coats in the reverse manner.

RAG MANGAN, in common 
with the rest of civilized hu- 
manity, had his own code of 
personal ethics whereby he gov- 
erned his life.
